InstTRUCTING the head, while the | 


heart is totally negleéted, is like building a 
coftly Rru€ture upon a deceitful foundation. 
Tlie whole compafs of what is ufually call- 
ed /earning, whether common or claffical, is 
only a fubordinate part of neceflary educa- 
tion ; and, unlefs it be conneéled with good 
moral culture, it will be a talent mifimprov- 
ed and perverted. Melancholy inflances 
there have been not unfrequent, of children 
and youth fo educated, that their learning 
ferved but to make them ‘* wife to do evil, 
while to do good they had no knowledge.” 

The moft important, the moft difficult, 
and commonly the moft negletted part of ed- 
ucation, is the difcipline of the heart. To 
mark with a critical eye the peculiar bent or 
difpofition of the young mind—feafonably 
to correét troward difpofitions—to guard it 
againit the contagion of bad examples and 
every kind of falfe and dangerous impref- 
fions, and to form and eftablifh therein fen- 
timents and habits of honour and virtue, 
fhould be the firf#f and the /af# thing in edu- 
cation. This is watering and cherifhing the 
tender plant at the root. It is like laying a 
broad and ftable foundation, whereon to 
build whatever is either ufeful or ornament. 
al in the human charaéter. 


Plato, Pythagoras, Socrates and other cel- 
ebrated fages of early times, who laudably 


‘ 
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devoted a portion of their time and attention 
to the inftru€tion of youth, were known to 
beftow the moft affiduous care in cultivating 
the hearts and forming the morals of thew 
pupils. It was their great objeét to re€tify 
their tempers—to excite a glowing ambition 
for things excellent—to teach youth to gov- 
ern their paflions and appetites—to be mod- 
eft—to obey their parents—to refpeé& age 
and to venerate the public laws and inftitu- 
tions. They taught virtue as the ground 
work of education, and ingrafted the fcien_ 
ces on this ftock. 


It we advert to the pra€tice of the mof 


eminent fages and jegiflators among that race 


of people, whe, at an early period of the) 


world, were illuminated by divine revela- 
tion, we fhall find that the moral culiure of 
the heart was confidered by them as an in- 
difpenfible and principal part of education,

WASHINGTON, APRIL 22, 1802, 
SIR, 


AS the feffion, of congrefs is drawing to a 
clofe, I have thought, that it might not be 
difagreeable to you to receiye from me a 
ftlatement of the moft*important meafures 
which have been adopted by congrefs durin 
the prefent feflion, together with fuch other 
information in relation.to our public con- 
cerns aS it may be im my power to give. 
I take the liberty therefore of communicating 
fuch a ftatement, together with fome of the 
reafons which: have governed my conduét in 
thofe cafes where | have been called to att. 

The firft meafure of any importance which 
occupied the attention of congrefs was a bill 
for the proteétion of the commerce of the 
United States: againft Tripolitan cruifers. 
This bill. at its firit appearance met with fome 
oppolition from thofe who were fuppofed to 
feel unfriendly to commerce, but all oppofi- 
tion was eventually relinquifhed and the bill 
becamea law. My opinion IJ truft has cor- 
re{fponded with yours upon- this fubjeét. 
The bill was.calculated to authorife the pro- 
te€lian of our feamen. and veffels againft the 
depredations of the Barbary pirates, and I 
fhould have confidered myfelf as violating the 
duties which I owed humanity and the coms 
merce of this country if 1 had» retufed my 
alfent to fuch a law. And even :f the 
neceflity had been lefs preffing, and nothing 
was hazarded but the veflels aiid cargoes of 
this country,. Lihould fill, with the fame 
cheerfulnefs lave voted for the {upplies, 
which became necellary for the proteétion of 
thefe objeéts; becaufe I am fully perfuaded 
that our fellow-citizens who are engaged in 
commerce have an equa! right to. protection 
with the planter who remains at home upon 
his farm, ‘The interefis of agriculture and 
commerce are fo clofely united that we can- 
not leave the latter to ruin without effentially 
injuring the former. It would be in vain that 
we cultivated our lands and made them pro- 
duce more than was neceffary. for our own 
confumption, if the merchant did not pur- 
chafe our furplus produce, and fend it abroad 
for a market. ‘It would be in vain that we 








looked tora fupply of thofe foreign goods, 
which are fo neceflary for-our convenience 
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and comfort, if that fupply was not furnifhea 
by commerce. I make thefe general re. 
marks, not becaufe I believe that any differ. 
ence of opinion exifts between my con- 
{tituents and myfelf upon this fubje&, but 
becaufe 1 deem it important on all proper 
occafionsto imprefs our*fea-faring brethren 
with a juft confidence in our cordial attach. 
ment to their interefts and purfuits. 


The repeal of the Judiciary has been a 
much more important meafure of the prefent 
feffion. This tranfaétion has been very much 
explained both by the debates in congrefs, 
and by newlpaper publication; but ftill it 
may not be improper to fay that the law 
which was repealed, was pafled during the 
laft feflion of congrefs, and provided for an 
organization of the circuit courts of the 
United States, and dire€te@ithe appoinment 
of judges for thofe cows, The judges 
were accordingly appt and for the laft 
year performed the duties which had been 
afligned tothem, and as it appears in fome of 
the cirguites, much to the fatista€&tion of thofe 
who were concerned in the courts. I was 
not prefent when the vote was taken in the 
houfe of reprefentativesto repeal this law, ha- 
ving been called home to my family at that pe- 
riod; but my opinion was fully made up 
againft the repeal, and had my vote been im- 
portant no confideration would have induced 
me to have left my feat upon fo interefting an 
eoccafion, but it having been afcertained that 
a large majority of the houfe were determined 
to repeal the law, my vote became of no im- 
portance.—The confiderations which gov- 
erned my opinion refulted principally from 
the belief that the conftitution of the United 
States did not warrant the removal of judges, 
by repealing the law which dire&ted their 
appointment. ‘The conftitution upon this 
point is expreffled in the following words : 
“The judges of the fupreme and interior 
courts fhall hold their offices during good 
behaviour,”’ and as it was not pretended that 
the judges had mifbehaved, I could not fee 
how the judges could be removed, by re- 
pealing the law, or by any other form, fo 
long as they behaved well, Ithas likewife 
been my opinion that the conftitution of the 
U, States, like the ¢anftitution of Virginia, 
had fecured to the people an independent 
judiciary, which would always remain 
uninfluenged even inthe worft of times, to 
adminifter juflice impartially to all defcrip- 
tions.of perfons. ‘The principle claimed of 
deflroying the judges by repealing the law 
which reguleted thetr appointment, was in 
my Opinion a grols violation of this important 
principle, and in pragtice would ilrip the 
poate of that independent judiciary which 
is. fo effential to perfonal fecurity, and the 
preferyation of public liberty. The law 






however to deftroy the judges has paffed 





through all the forms, and it only remains to 
| be decided by the fujpreme court whether this 
law is) a Violation of the conflitution; Ifthe 
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courts fhould fo determine, the law mufb be 
void, aud it will be the duty of the Judges of 
the circuit court ftill to proceed mm the ex- 


_ ecution of their powers. As the authority to 


decide upon the conftitutionality of laws, 
ufquettionably refides in the courts it will be 
the duty of the people to acquiefce in their 
decifion upon this important occafion, 
whatever that decifion may be. 

The repeal of the internal Taxes, was like- 
wife a meafure which met with my difappro- 
bation. Not, however, becaufe I felt unwil- 
ling to relieve the people from their bur- 
thens, but becaufe 1 doubted whether it was 
fafe to dilpenfe with fo great a branch of the 
revenue, and becaufe I believed that ifany of 
the taxes could. be repealed, thofe which fel! 
on the necefila life ought to have been 
preferred. | WHS arrangement which 
had been made by the forther adminiftration 
for the extinguifhment of our debt, was per- 
forming its operation, and if thofe plans had 
not been broken in upon, it was very certain 
that the debt would be rapidly reduced and 
eventually difcharged ; and I thought it was 
better to retain the taxes until the debt was 
paid, than to hazard the failure of fo defirable 
an event by reducing the means of accom- 
plifhing it.—For thefe reafons I thought that 
the fafer courfe would have been to have 
retained all the taxes for the prefent, under 
fuch modifications however as would have 
diminifhed the burthen upon the neceilaries 
of life. But if it was fafe to give up a part 
of the revenue, I was clearly of opinion, that 
the tax upon brown fugar, coffee, bohea-tea, 
and certain. other neceffaries of life ought to 
have been reduced, inftead of giving up the 
tax on carriages, ftamps, refined fugar, and 
the other branches of the internal revenue, and 
in this opinion I was happy to find myfelf 
fupported by thofe gentlemen in Congrefs 
whofe opinions I moft refpetted ; and no 
exertions were [pared, when it was found that 
the majority of Congrefs were determined to 
relinguifha part of the revenue,to fubftitute a 
reduétion of the taxes upon thofe neceffaries 
of life, in the place of relinquifhing altogether 
the internal revenne ; but thofe exertions did 
not avail, and the entire tax upon brown 
fugar, coffee, bohea tea, falt, and indeed 
every other article of impofl has been retained 
by the prefent adminftration, and a majority 
of Congrefs, whiift the tax on carriages, &c. 
has been relinquifhed. I make no comment 
upon this tranfaétion, becaufe it is the pro- 
vince of the people to judge, which courfe 
would have beit promoted their interefts. 

A law has likewife pafled, under the fplen- 
did title of “ An aft to provide for the 
redemption of the WHOLE PUBLIC 
DEBT.”—This law did not provide for the 
obje&ts which its title contemplated, but on 
the contrary, fo far as I could judge of its 
provifions, it provided for a continuation of 
the debt. Initead of compelling the treafur 
to difcharge the debt due in Holland, which 


amounts to 9,913,000, dollars, it authorifes 
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| varying effential'y the former provifions, has

the re-loaning of a large 
fame, upon a credit of years, and at a 
higher rate of intereft, including charges, than 
is now paid. This law has likewife authorifed 
the adminiftration to enter into contraét for 
the payment of any part or the whole of this 
foreign debt ; an authority which it is apparent 
may be abufed, to the great lofs of the govern- 
ment, becaufe contraéts may be made under 
this law with fpeculators, who will receive 
this large fum at the treafury upon an ggree- 
ment to place the fame in Holland to our 
credit, and may altogether fail of executing 
the contraét on their part, and our debt may 
ftill remain unpaid. Although I hope and 
truft that no fuch abufe ot power will take 
place, yet I did not feel willing to give fuch 
eerie powers when I deemed the fame fo 
unneceflary. This law likewife enables the 
adminiftration to employ at confiderable ex- 
pence, a variety of agencies in relation to the 
loreign debt, fome of which were in my 
judgment unncceflary, and all of them of a 
very doubtful charafter. Under fuch cir- 
cumftances and impreflions, I voted againit 
the paffage of this law, notwithftanding the 
fairnefs of its title. And alghough I fhould 
think it improper to impeach the motives of 
thofe who paffed the law, or, fay that the in- 
tention was to impofe on the public by a title 
which agreed fo badly with the law itfelf, yet 
it could not efcape my notice, that fuch muft 
be the efle&t upon thofe who had not the ad- 
vantaye of reading the law. A further reafon 
likewile of a conclufive nature operated on 
my mind againft the paflage of the law in 
queflion, it was that-by comparing this Jaw 
with the former provifions for the redemption 
of the debt, it appeared that the former pro- 
vifions were really better than thofe of this 
law... The former laws had provided tunds to 
meet every part of the debt, both principal and 
intereft, asthe fa.ne fell due, only authorifing 
a re-loaning of parts of the fame, in cafes 
where from untorfeen caufes the revenue 
fhould be infufficient to meet the obje&, and 
they likewife provided that every furplus ot 
revenue fhould be faithfully applied to buy in

At the fame time, that 
the oil is very nourifhing, it tends to keep 
the body open, which is of great advantage 
in the fattening of animals. I have experi- 
enced a very great advantage in the ufe of a 
{mall quantity of ofl, in bringing ftall fed.ox- 
en rapidly toa condition fit for the knife.”

| Late Governor of New- ferfey, who died 
on Tue/day the 28th ult. aged 47. 








‘‘ HE was born in the flate of Delaware, 
and at an eminent feminary in that ftate,
